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Dorsey To Move Corporate Headquarters From Elba

A small shock wave will undoubtedly 
ripple through Elba this week as news 
of the move of Dorsey Trailers corporate 
headquarters to Montgomery flows 
through the community. Company 
President George Collier said Wednes- 
day morning that the move will involve 
several corporate officers now living in 
Elba. The transition will take place over 
the next 12 months. ae 

Collier said plans have not been 
finalized as to exactly which of the 
Dorsey officials will transfer to the 
corporate headquarters in Montgomery. 
He said several would definitely go, and 
some others were on the possible list; 
but he deferred naming either the 
“‘definites’’ or the ‘‘possibles’’ until a 
later date, Those transferred will move 
their families to Montgomery. 

Vice-president Sam Collier has been 
appointed to head the Elba operation, 
and in the opinion of this newspaper, 
this indicates that President George 
Collier will definitely be among those 
moving to Montgomery. 

Company vice-president-comptroller 
Jim Rogers was contacted by this 
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newspaper after the shock wore off on 
the move announcement, and he said 
that a couple of locations were under 
consideration for the corporate offices in 
Montgomery, but no decision had been 
made at this time. 

The bulletin released to Dorsey 
employees and dated March 31, 1981, 
reads as follows: 


of this , according to an announce- 
ment this week by Dorsey president, 
George L. Collier. This new corporate 
office will be occupied, over a period of 
time, by the president and other key 
executives of the company. 

The relocation, which has been in 
the planning stage for quite some time, 
has become necessary because of the 
rapid growth and expansion of the 
company during the past several years. 
Montgomery was selected because of Its 
proximity to several Dorsey locations 
and its transportation and communica- 
tion facilities. 


Dorsey Trailers, Inc. supplies a full 
line of cargo trailers to the transporta- 
tion indastry and utility equipment for 
use by customers in the utility industry. 
These products are produced in six 
plants which are located in Alabama,

Dorsey Trailers is a subsidiary of 
The Dorsey Corporation which main- 
tains its corporate headquarters in 
Chattanooga, Tennessee. Operations of 
The Dorsey Corporation encompass 
6,700 employees, three subsidiaries and

Sam Collier, who currently serves as 
Vice-President of Finance and Adminis- 
tration at Dorsey, will move up to the 
newly-created executive position of 
vice-president and general manager, 
effective June 1. Well-known through-

entire Elba operation, the largest trailer 
manufacturing facility in the world, 
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The newly-named general manager 
joined Dorsey Trailers in 1959 as credit 
manager, and in 1966 was elevated to 
his present position as vice president in 
charge of finance ‘and administration 
matters. 


Collier is a busin:ss ¢dministra- 
tion graduate of The University of 
Alabama, and is active in numerous 
civic, church and professional organiza- 
tions. He currently serves as president 
of the Elba Rotary Club and is a deacon 
at First Baptist Church, He also is a 
director of the Associated Industries of 
Alabama. 


During World War II Collier served 
as an officer in the U,S. Navy and was a 
member of the Elba Board of Education 
for 15 years. He is an Elba native and is 
married to the former Mary Louise 
Morgan,

Ashe Gets Jail Sentence And $5,000 
Fine, Files Appeal . 


Former Elba car dealer Frank Ashe 
has been sentenced to 10-years in 
prison for second degree arson in 
connection with a fire that destroyed his 
car dealership here last May. Coffee 
County Circuit Court Judge Riley Green 
of the sentence 
Tuesday morning and ordered Ashe to 
serve only one year in a state prison. 

Following the sentencing, Ashe 
posted a $5,000 appeal bond and stated 
that he plans to appeal the case. He was 
also fined $5,000, The maximum 
penalty for a second degree arson 
conviction is 10 years imprisonment and 
$10,000 fine. 

During the pre-sentencing hearing, 
Judge Green asked Ashe for any 
statements he wanted to make prior to 
receiving his sentence. Ashe replied, 


Elba To Abolish 
City Court

By mid-summer, violators of city 
traffic laws and ordinances will no 
longer plead their cases in municipal 
court. Instead they will have to face 
Judge Gary McAliley in Coffee County 
District Court. 

The Elba City Council is expected to 
adopt a resolution at their April 6 
meeting which formaliy abolishes muni- 
cipal court and transfers the duties of 
City Judge Jackson Stokes to McAliley. 
This action will take effect in approxi- 
mately three months. 

Councilman L.F. (Sonny) Inman 
introduced the motion several weeks 
ago in what he described as an attempt 
to save money and take ‘‘all politics’’ 
out of the court. 

“What you're doing is taking the 
politics out of court. For example I 
might get caught speeding, go before 
the judge and he would be lenient 
toward me. And the same situation 
might happen to someone else and he 
wouldn't be lenient at all,’’ said Inman, 

“I'm not implying that our judge 
ever did that or would. But as long as he 
was appointed by the city council, there 
was that chance. When the case gets to 
district court, the judge is from 
out-of-town and has no local interests 
since he is elected by all the people and 
not appointed by a few,’’ Inman added. 

According to Mayor Bob English, 
the initial move to district court may not 
show 2 significant financial savings. 
However, Stokes had asked the council 
to raise his $150 monthly salary. By 
abolishing the court, the council will not 
have the extra expense of increasing his 
fee. Stokes told the council members 
that his caseload had doubled and his 
salary no longer paid for the time he 
spent as city judge. 

English said city court costs ranged 
between $350 and $450 each month for 
the judge's, clerk’s, and city attorney's 
fees. 

Under the new system, the city will 
receive 10 percent of court costs and 90 
percent of the fines collected from 
municipal cases. , 

Once the cases are transferred any 
previous judgements made by the city 
judge will be enforced by McAliley. 

City court is now held on the first 
and third Tuesday of the month. 
McAliley is expected to try municipal 
cases each third Friday, the same time 
his other district cases are held. 
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“Judge I'm not guilty.” 

A five woman, seven man jury 
returned the guilty verdict in early 
March against Ashe after only two 
hours deliberation. The prosecution 
successfully argued that Ashe hired 
Robert Cake, Roger F. Stroud, and 
Teresa Stroud to burn Frank Ashe Ford 
and the conspiracy was planned without 
the consent of the building's owner, Foy 
English. According to the prosecutors, 
the arson was committed in order to 
collect insurance money. 

Financial records submitted as 
evidence during the trial indicated that 
the Ford dealership was nearing

bankruptcy at the time of the fire. 

Cake and the Strouds were arrested 
by Elba police shortly after the fire was 
reported, The two men were 
picked up a few minutes later at a 
nearby phone booth. 


Cake, who had previously served 
prison sentences for burglary, was the 
state’s main witness during the trial. He 
admitted to setting the fire and said he 
was hired by Ashe to commit the crime,

A Curtis residence was the scene of 
a burglary Monday morning that began 
in Bainbridge and ended with the arrest 
of two escaped Georgia prisoners in 
New Orleans. 

According to Coffee County Sheriff 
Brice Paul, Mack Donaldson of Route 2, 
Elba reported that someone had entered 
his house between 10 and li a.m. 
Monday. They had entered through a 
back door after breaking out the 
window. Donaldson said a rifle, assort- 
ed clothes, $150, and his 1969 Ford 
truck were stolen. 

Local law enforcement officials 
discovered a late model truck with 
Georgia license plates abandoned on 
Hwy. 84 west near Grantham’s Grocery. 


Paul said Donaldson’s truck was 
found late Monday sight in New 
Orleans. Arrested for the theft of the 
vehicle were Danny Channel! and Nick 
Flick, both listed as escapees from a 
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Georgia work-release camp. 

According to Paui, the two men 
escaped late Saturday night. They were 
tracked by dogs for approximately 400 
yards and then their scent was lost. 


The truck found abandoned in Elba 
belonged to Charlie Livingston. He 
arrived in Elba Tuesday to identify his 
property. Livingston said he was asleep 
when the truck was stolen. The keys 
were left in the vehicle. 


Several articles of clothing, includ- 
ing the escapees prison uniforms, 
empty liquor bottles and a knife were 
found in thé truck. Livingston said none 
of the items beionged to him.

FOREIGN INVESTORS MUST 


REPORT HOLDINGS 


Foreign investors who 
hold or have acquired agri- 
cultural lands in the United 
States are reminded to report 
their holdings within 90 days 
of the date of acquisition. 

Robert English, chairman 
of the Coffee County Agricul- 
tural and Stabilization (ASC) 
Committee, advises foreign 
investorsto report any 
changes in the status of such 
land. 

‘There are a great num- 
ber of foreign investors here 
in Alabama,’’ English said, 
‘tand it is very important that 
they are aware of all report- 
ing requirements relative to 
their U.S. agricultural hold- 
ings.”’ 

The reporting require- 
ments and changes in status 
of the land referred to by the 
chairman are those which 
require investors to report 
not only acquisition of agri- 
cultural lands within 90 days 
of acquisition, but also re- 
quire that the investor report 
changes in land use. A report 
should be filed when land 
use is changed from agricul- 


tural to non-agricultural or 
when the investor disposes of 
the lands in any manner. 

A foreign investor is 
defined as a person not 
having U.S. citizenship or 
admitted for permanent resi- 
dency. It also includes any 
corporation created under 
the laws of a foreign govern- 
ment. Any of these persons 
holding as much as a five 
percent interest in U.S. 
agricultural lands are re- 
quired to file a report at the 
loca! county office of ASC.

13:12,19). Haven t you ever 
got yourself tied up into 
knots worrying about some- 
thing that never happened? 

1 am usually short. of 
money at income tax time. If 
1 am expecting a refund, | 
will worry and expect it to 
come each day, and spend it 
before Lever get it. We worry 
about so many things; worry 
really is a waste of time and 
precious energy. Jesus said, 
“Do not be anxious for 
tomorrow; for tomorrow will 
take care of itself."’ (Mt. 
6:34). 

We must remember as 
parents to avoid making 
promises to our children that 
we are not sure we can keep. 
We don't want to teach our 
children how to worry. 
“Hope deferred makes the 
heart sick, but desire ful- 


filled is a tree of life.’’ (Prov. . 


13:12) 

We must be cautious 
about making promises, or 
making them far ahead of 
time; but when a promise is 
made, we must be sure to 
carry it through.

We are just a “vapor 
that appears for a little while 
and then vanishes away.” 
(Ja. 4:14). We may be here 
today, but gone tomorrow. 

Some people teach’ that 
since Jesus took our in- 
firmities (Mt. 8:17), anyone 
who is really in Jesus will not 
get sick, They quote 
Deutoronomy 26:21-23 and 
suggest that these curses are 
the same as Abraham's curse 
from which Christ has re- 
deemed us. (Gal. 3:13). This 
teaching has made some 
Christians feel guilty be- 
cause they get sick. 

The curse from which 
redeemed us is not sickness, 
but eternal separation from 
God. Timothy was sick often 
(I Tim. 5:23), and Paul was 
sick and had no deliverance 
(2 Cor. 12:7-10). God does 
not want us to think that we 
can avoid sickness and death 
altogether. 

At the same time, we do 
not want to hasten sickness 
and death by ignoring God's 
health plan. He designed us 
and knows what benefits us. 

Give your life to Jesus 


and let Him live abundantly 
in you; then, and only then, 
will you have the power to 
put the proverbs of Solomon 
into practice. 

Why not try this pre- 
scription and see the out- 
come of God's health plan: I 
will try to put God's health 
program into practice by: 

1. Being good 

2. Being joyful 

3. Watching my speech 

4. Not worrying

They run, jump, throw, 
shoot, experience the thrills 
of competition, and celebrate 
as victors over often immea- 
surable odds. They all go 
home winners with ribbons, 
unforgettable stories, and 
beaming faces. 

The term “‘olympics’’ al- 
ways brings to mind 
thoughts of athietic superior- 
ity, great physical strength, 
and unyielding determina- 


tion. Ancient Greek athletes 
tirelessly ran hundreds of 
miles to prove their abilities 
and receive the rewards 
bestowed upon a champion. 

The Special Olympics, 
born in the United States 
thousands of years and miles 
away from the original Olym- 
pic games, follow the general 
pattern of their Greek pre- 
decessors. Participants are 
encouraged to put forth their 
best efforts and in turn are 
rewarded for their talent, 


determination, and courage. 

A major difference be- 
tween the two events is that 
the goal of the Special 
Olympics is not to conquer 
and win, but instead to 
experience and simply try. 

The Special Olympics 
program was created in 1968 
for persons eight years and 
older with mental handicaps. 
Participants usually have iQs 
of 75 or less. There are also 
activities scheduled such as 
wheelchair races for persons

with physical handicaps. 
The national program is 
funded by the Joseph P. 
Kennedy Jr. Foundation. 
Eunice Kennedy Shriver, sis- 
ter of the late Joe Kennedy 
IJr., and several other mem- 
bers of the Kennedy family 
take active roles in conduct- 
ing Special Olympic games 
throughout the country. 
Since its start, the pro- 
gram has attracted the atten- 
tion of numerous civic, social 
and educational groups in- 
terested in helping this ‘‘spe- 
cial’ group of individuals. 
The Special Olympics have 
become the largest program 


of sports training and athletig, 
competition for the mentally” 


handicapped in the world. 
More than one million child- 
ren and adults are now 
participating in the games 
annually. 


International games are 
held every four years, but 
state and local events are 
held annually. Students en- 
rolled in the special educa- 
tion program at Elba City 
Schools have participated in 
district competition for the 
past several years, however, 
last Friday’s games marked 
only the second year for local 
competition. 


“Since last year’s games 
were so successful, Mr. 
Taylor asked us to have it 
again this year. He was 
really pleased with the Olym- 
pics,"’ said Carol Mashburn 
who serves as Special Olym- 
pics coordinator for Elba. 


“It takes a lot of hard 
work and extra time to plan 
and organize the games, but 
seeing the smiles on those 
children’s faces when they 
get a ribbon makes it worth 
every extra minute,’’ she 


added. 

A total of SS special ed 
students from Elba Elemen- 
tary, Middle, Junior High, 
and High Schools competed 
in last week's games which 
were held at the high school 
gymnasium and football sta- 
dium, The students partici- 
pated in track and field, 
basketball, frisbee, and soft- 
ball throw events. Each of 
the SS left the stadium 
proudly displaying ribbons 
for first, second, third, or 
fourth places. 

All the students eight 
years and older will travel to 
Fort Rucker on April 18 to 
compete in the district events 
against students from other 
Coffee County schools, Ge- 
neva, Houston, Dale, and 
Pike Counties. At this level 
the delegation will be nar- 
rowed down for state Olym- 
pic games. According to 
Mrs. Mashburn, four or five 
students usually represent 
Elba at state, which will be 
held at Troy State University 
this year. 

A publication released by 
the Kennedy Foundation 
states that: ‘'The retarded 
have always been told, You 
can't do it. Special Olympics 
says, You can do it--All you 
need is a chance.” 

The chance given to these 
Students to experience the 
thrills of victory and esta- 
blish pride in themselves is 
made possible by their tea- 
chers, volunteers, and dona- 
tions from civic groups. The 
Elba Rotary Club helped 
sponsor this year’s events 
and the high school cheer- 
leaders and various other 
students provided the man- 
power for Friday’s games 
along with Mrs. Mashburn 
and the special education 
staff.
